CHICAGO. Jan .30—W)—A night 
of violence that began with a $100,- 
000 bombing and was carried on 
with a gangster ambush, came to a 
tragic end today with a double mur- 
der. 


The bomb explosion—the most 


terrific in the memory of police— 
wrecked a large one-story 
brick 


building housing a wholesale gro- 
cery on tho northwest side. Eight 
persons were injured, and buildings 
for blocks around were damaged. 


Shortly afterward Johnny Gena- 


ro, pa! of gang- lords and with a. 
reputation of his own, stepped from 
a club on the edge of Chicago's Chi- 
natown into a two-man ambush and 
wash shot probably fatally. 
The 


men stood within three or four £eet 
of him, took careful aid and emp- 
tied their revolvers. They 
drove 
away in a small car as Genaro lay 
unconscious. 


The Rogers Park residential sec- 


tion becamo^the scene of the night's 


most appalling crim., Barney Mit- 
chell, treasurer of the Checker Tax- 
icab company, and George Jackson, 
driver for the company, were found 
shot dead in Jackson's cab at the 
intersection of Parwell avenue and 
Ridge Boulevard. 


Several bullets had been fired in- 


to Mitchell's 
body, 
'which 
lay 


sprawled upon the rear seat. Jack- 
son was shot as he sat at the wheel, 
a bullet entering his head. 
The 
door ~0y his side was partly open, 
and his left leg was partly out, as 
though he had been about to step 
from the machine. 


Police had slight clues to any of 


the crimes. The bombing1 followed 
receipt of letters demanding mon- 
ey under threats of death. In the 
case of Genaro, detectives said, he 
had so many enemies "it is hard to 
say which of them might have tried 
to kill him." 


The taxicab murders were even 
more mysterious.

Gordon, retired, oldest office, of the 
United States army, died at his 
2iome hero today, at the age of 97. 


Brigadier General David Stuart. 


Gordon. United Stales army, retir- 
?-id. last survivor 
of the famous 
'"Frontier Guard," participant in a 
dozen campaigns in the war be- 
tween the states 
and the Indian 
wars, attributed his remarkable ar- 
tlvlty as he approached his nine- 
tielh year to his regular habits. 
Despite his advancing age General 
Gordon was a. familiar figure about 
Washington where he had spent 
most of his time after he retired 
from the army more than a quar- 
ter of a century ago having had 35 


_. years af actives service. 
* On a recent birthday anniversary 
white haired and ruddy of complex- 
ion, 
we walked spryly about the 


city, receiving congratulations of 
friends, looked many years young- 
er tha,n his actual age. and jaunti- 
ly wearing a shepherd's plaid suit 
of latest, fashion, Ian shoes, straw 
hal, purple striped shirt, carrying 
a, cane with the crook over his arm 
and wearing a flower in his but- 
tonhole. 


"I'm feeling just as fit as I ever 


did," he explained, 
"I find it is 


good for me. though, to keep reg- 
tilar hours, so I don't go around 
much al night. Almost every aft- 
ernoon I go to tho movies. I like 
them better than the girl and mu- 
sic and burlesque shows which I 
used to attend. I don't know that 
I have cny suggestions for living 
long and keeping health. I've used 
whiskey j— never to excess — of 
course and I've smoked and stayed 
up Tate at night and all that sort 
of thin?, but I really believe the 
best acivico is 
to 
keep 
regular 
hours. 


Advised Regular Hours. 
('I used to have to lose a lot of 


sleep when I was in the army, os- 
pecially when we were chasing bad 
Indians. 
T spent 13 months in 


Confederate prisons too and lost 
a good deal of sleep but lately I've 
been pretty regular agout. getting 
my rest. I think that's tho whole 
secret—if there is a. secret.' 


General Gordon had a brilliant 


career as a. soldier, having enter- 
ed the service when 
he was 
20 


years old, appointed from Kansas 
to a commission as second lieuten- 
ant of the Second Dragons. With- 
in two months he was promoted to 
a first lieutenant of the 
Second 


cavalry- He saw active service in 
the Civil war, being preveted for 
galla.nl and meritorious services in 
the Gettysburg campaign. 


As a. member of the army of the 


Potomac he was in act.ion at the 
first battle of Bull Run and later 
participated in the battle at Ma- 
nassas Gap, Todd's Tavern, 
Cold 


Harbor, Hawos 
Shop, 
Trevillian 


Station and elsewhere. He was tak- 
en prisoner by the Confederate ar- 
my and confined to Libby Prison, 
Richmond; Castle Pinckney. Chart 
lesion; and Columbia. S. C., and 
Salisbury. N. 
C.. 
jails; 
for 
13 


months until exchanged in August 
-if 1862. 


When the war ended he had 
.taincd the rank of major and 


shortly thereafter was dispalched 
to tho frontiers where 
he 
cam- 


paigncd with "Gray 
Fox" 
Crook, 
Ouster and many other famous Tn- 
dian fighters. 
He was a member 


of the unit, which went lo Ihe. Lit- 
tle Big Horn lo punish Ihe Souix 
for the massacre of Custer and his 
men and later led the expedition 
which relieved Major Fettcrman's 
command at Fort Phil Kearney, 
after tho massacre of that officer 
nnd many of his me.n by the Souix 
under the command of Red Cloud. 
Great Indian Fighter. 
In the quelling of the Sioux un- 


fle.r Sitting Bull his regiment penc- 
tratccl the hostile country only a 
few weeks after, the Custer massa- 
cre. In the relief 
of Fort 
Phil 
Kearney he marched his men hun- 
dreds of miles in the dead of win- 
ter with temperatures 10 to 20 de- 
grees below zero, attaining his goal 
without the loss of a. man aitho 
every horse in the outfit was sacri- 
fined. He was breveted to a lieu- 
tenant colonel for gallant, services 
in action against the Indians at 
Miners Delight. Wyo., May 4, 1870. 
He retired May 23, 1806. 


General Gordon was 
born in 
Franklyn County. Pa., May 23, 1S32. 
He was educated in public and.pri- 
vate schools. 
His first wife was 


Ann E. Hughes of Leavenworth, 
Kansas, who died in Washington 
in 1911. Later he was married lo 
Mrs. Belle Vcdder Fleming, a de- 
scendant of Nancy 
Hanks.

coln's mother, and the widow of 
Colonel Robert I. Fleming.

tentialities of the territory propos- 
ed to be served by the Abilene and 
Kastern Railway were outlined to- 
day before Examiner T. F. Sullivan 
of tho interstate commerce commis- 
sion, conducting the hearing on the 
road's application to build from Ab- 
ilene lo Cross Plains. Leon English, 
petroleum geologist, was the princi- 
pal witness. 


From English, counsel for 
the 


Abilene chamber of commerce, in- 
tervening in behalf of the construc- 
tion, drew the prediction that the 
virgin territory of Callahan county, 
including that between Abilene and 
Cross Plains and in the territory to 
be served by the A. and E., would 
in time yield a greater quantity of 
oli than the total recovery to date 
of the county as a whole. 


English presented a map show- 


ing large areas which he said arc 
"conceded by oil men to he high- 
ly promising for 
future 
develop- 


ment." Structural formations along 
the new line, he added, are "prac- 
tically indentical" with

counting principles upon which the 
laws are based," Lynn said, 
Situation Not New. 


','In fairness to the present treas- 


urer and the present comptroller, 
it must be stated that the situation 
appears not to be of recent origin. 
Bach officer, however, has had five 
years in which to do his part in cor- 
recting the situation." 


He declared a perusal of laws 


governing those two offices "dis- 
closes the fact that the legislature 
years ago provided by appropriate 
statutes and adequate system by 
•which the comptroller would at all 
times know exactly the amount of 
cash and securities required to be 
in the hands of the treasurer." 


"Both officers were specifically 


directed to keep these records, and 
the comptroller was to make such 
audits regularly," Lynn said. "The 
comptroller never knows the total 
'amount of state money the treas- 
urer is supposed to have. He does 
not make any audit wheatever, so 
far as can be learned, of the treas- 
ury.'1 


Office Recently Created 


The office of state auditor and 


efficiency expert was created by 
the first called session of this leg- 
islature on recommendation of Gov- 
ernor Moody, who had proposed 
pivil. service for all state employes. 


Commenting on the initial report, 


Governor Moody said the auditor 
had shown him more in two months 
than he had been able to learn in 
two years of the inefficient admin- 
istration of the state government. 


Lynn declared "no agency of the 
ctate can tell accurately tr-a eraoi it 
of the net cash balance in Uie g.n- 
eral revenue fund or in many ol 
the other funds at any given date," 
continuing: 


"The treasurer receives and re- 


linquishes millions of 
dollars 
in 


cash and securities each year of 
which the comptroller has no rec- 
ord or knowledge. The 
treasurer 


pays out large sums from the land 
office 'suspense' account solely on 
the authority of the land commis- 
sioner, the comptroller's approval, 
t.^ some cases, being obtained long 
f'fter 
the disbursements have been 
r...adc." 
"The seriousness of this situation 


can scarcely be 
overemphasized,'1 


he added. 


The report stated the preliminary 


surveys shows that the comptroller 
is not making sufficient effort to 
determine and collect money due 
the state. 


Situation Serious. 


Certain revenue collections 
are 


accepted with little or no verifica- 
tion," he said.

es because persons indebted to the 
tate become insolvent before claims 
are prosecuted," the report said.

He estimated that $25,000 could

FRESNO, Cal., Jan. SO. „ 
explosion today wrecked the new 
5500,000 absorption

Petroleum Securities Company in 
Kettleman Hills oil field, south of 
here, killing one man and appar- 
ently trapping four others in the 
flaming ruins. -At least two other 
men were injured. 


Rescuers started into the ruins 
after the first blast, but the explos- 
ion of a second tank drove them 
back, preventing them from recov- 
ering the body of Charles IA Phil- 
lips, foreman of the plant 
crew, 


who was killed outright. 
Fire fighters said bodies of the 


four missing men were In the ruins. 
Intense heat, prevented fire fight- 
ers from operating. 
Three other 
tanks in the plant were abandoned 
because it was impossible to ap- 
proach the plant. 


Field workers 
asserted friction 
caused the explosion. 
The plant, 
erected to handle the output of the 
new Felix No. 1 well of the

pany, was completed only recently 
Development a few days ago of 


jhe Felix gusher raised a newques- 
uon in plans for curbing the out- 
put of the big oil field and Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ray Lyman 
Wilbur made a trip from Washing, 
ton to look after government Inter, 
ests affected by its operation. 


Workmen said gas and oil from 
the .well had been coming with ter- 
rific pressure through the pipes to 
the plant and that even pipe lines 
became hot.

Near East In the interest of the 
conference. He conferred with of- 
ficials of other Christian bodies 
regarding the plan and on his re- 
made an exhaustive and en- 
aging report of the sympathet- 
terest shown almost universal- 


ly.Bishop Anderson was known as a 
builder and organizer and a man 
of excellent business sagacity, but 
of a modest and retiring disposi- 
tion, always disdaining self-adver- 
tisement. The establishment 
and 


expansion of church 
institutions 
were further evidences of his con- 
structive ability. 


Democratic and Kindly. 


A biographer said of him: 
"Bishop Anderson makes little 


or no response to the 'pomp and 
mystery 
of priestly 
ceremonial.' 


With perhaps more of force than 
gentleness in his make-up, he is 
yet beloved, especially by children, 
as well as revered by all who know 
him. 
He attaches great import- 


ance to preaching, which he does 
pre-eminently 
well, 
and though 


making little appeal to the emo- 
tions, 13 yet deeply concerned with 
moral questions. He is democratic 
find kindly and is a dominant, yet 
aolf-effacing, figure in any group 
op gathering where he may be." 


The outdoors had a great call for 
Bishop Anderson, Ho loved nature f 
and usually spent most of the sum- ' 
mer months at his lodge in the 
Wisconsin woods, tramping, fish- 
ing, reading and studying the out 
of doors. Frequently he conducted 
services in a little chapel which 
he had built in the forest. 


Ordained While Young. 
Orda.ined early In his twenties, 


a man of commanding appearance 
nnd attractive personality, Bishop 
Anderson immediately made a pro- 
found impression upon his listen- 
ers and 
townspeople. 
He then 


showed promise of unusual preach- 
ing powers. He was born In Onta- 
rio, Canada, Sept. 9, 1865, and was 
ordained a deacon in 1887 and 
a 
priest in 1888 by Bishop Lewis of 
Ontario. He was in charge of the 
mission at Beachburg, Ont., in 1887. 


As a priest, Bishop Anderson be- 
came rector of Grace Church, Oak 
Park. a. suburb of Chicago, on July 
7. 3801, and held that pastorate un- 
til Feb. 24, 1900, wnen 
he was 


elected bishop coadjutor of the dio- 
cese at a special convention called 
by Bishop McLaren. He was elect- 
ed by unanimous vote on the first 
ballot. 
His consecration was 
in 
Grace Church, Chicago, on St. Mat- 
thias* pay, by Bishops McLaren, 
Gillespie and Seymour. 
In 1905, 


upon the death of Bishop McLaurin 
he became bishop of the diocese of 
Chicago. 


Bishop Anderson married Janet 
Glass of Bellesville, Ont., Sept. 4, 
1889. 
A son and three daughters 


were born to them. The son wag 
killed while serving with the Amer- 
ican forces overseas in the World 
War,

Habitual drinkers and those defi- 
nitely opposed to prohibition on 
principle are consdered unsuitable 
by the Hoover, administration 
for 
federal offices directly connected 
with the prosecution of violators of 
the dry statutes. 


In addition, the personal views 


and practices of applicants for ap- 
pointment 
or reappointmcnt 
as 


United States attorneys and mar- 
shals are being thoroughly investi- 
gated before appointment is recom- 
mended to the president 
by the 
justice department. 


This was revealed by Attorney 
General Mitchell in a 'letter sub- 
mitted to the house expenditures 
committee, which is considering the 
Williamson bill to consolidate 
the 
government's 
enforcement 
and 


prosecuting agencies in the depart- 
ment of justice. 


The letter had been written to a 
friend of the 
attorney 
general, 


whose name was 
withheld, 
and 
dealt only with attorneys and mar- 
shals, although It is assumed that 
Mitchell .will follow the same poli- 
cy in selecting men for the en- 
forcement unit when that agency 
is transferred to his jurisdiction 
from its present place in the treas- 
ury."I have not made any hard and 
fast rule on the subject," the at- 
troney general wrote, "and there 
are many matters respecting 
a 
man's ability and personal qualifi- 
cations that have to be considered, 
but I believe that no man who 
makes a practice of drinking in- 
toxicating liquor, or who has defi- 
nite or pronounced views in oppo- 
sition to prohibition, belongs, dur- 
ing this administration in any post 
having directly to do vrith the pros- 
ecution of cases under tho national 
prohibition act.

The plot, he said, was to mas- 
sacre the guard at the govqrn- 
ment power plant here, capture 
the plant, seize arms at a factory 
in the center of the city and to 
terrorize the populace by shooting

In the con- 
fusion the President and Presi- 
dent-elect were to be shot and the 
government seized.

committee. 


In its report, the committee told 


of a conference last Friday with

Humble Oil & Refining company, 
in which the present status of the 
oil industry and the reasons which, 
actuated the Humble company in 
its recent price changes were dis- 
cussed, 


Humble Head Frank 


Parish was frank in answering

asked to hold similar meetings and 
work out for themselves such cur- 
tailment and conservation programs 
as will contribute to the general 
relief of the oil industry. 


Problem In Some Fields 


"4. That the facts as to the Tex-

brought to the attention of the 
railroad commission of Texas, to 
the end that, the board for the com- 
mon good take such action as in 
its 
judgment 
the 
situation 
de- 


mands. 


"5. It is recognized by your com- 


mittee that there are certain pro- 
ducing fields having 
Hmall v/ells 


and copinp v/ith water problems in 
which curtailment measures 
will, 


either be physically impossible or 
economically impractically. 
Con- 


servation steps, if any, therefore, 
should take account of such wrllfi, 
and the railroad commission should 
perhaps arrive at and fix some ar- 
bitrary rule f-s to such small wnMs 
or small pools, and declare points 
below which no effort at curtail- 
ment or 
conservation should 
he 


made. 
In other 
words, it is the 


feeling of your committee that the 
pools having wells of the. largrn size 
can most effectively contribute to 
relief."

the last session, which would ap- 
portion special aid funds to 
tho 


scholastic population, these funds 
counties on a per capita basig of 
to be distributed by the counties 
on a per capita basts of scholastic 
population, these funds to be dis- 
tributed by tho counties to 
tho 


schools within them under super- 
vision of the state board of educa- 
tion. 
The other creates a rural 
school division of the state board, 
with an appropriation of $18,000 per 
year for the next two years for 
administrative expenses. 


The Love-Holder bill Introduced 


in the last session 
merely as a 
matter of legislative policy, Chair- 
man Holder explained, was turned 
over to State Supt. S. M. N. Marrs, 
for such revamping as he might 
suggest. 


Marrs said the most serious ob- 
jection it presented was the 
fact 
that it sent large sums of money 
to the wealthy counties, with large 
scholastic populations where 
the 


need for aid was least. 


All Schools Affected. 
Marrs, who prepared the tenta- 


tive bill creating the rural school 
division, explained that if the in- 
junction is dissolved, an appropria- 
tion of approximately $40,000 
per 


year will be needed for administra- 
tion. 
Holder expressed belief that with 
a few minor changes, tho Love- 
Holder bill will meet all objection 
in the injunction. 


Holder said that the injunction 
has created a situation more favor- 
able to constructive school legisla- 
tion than any that has existed for 
many years. He explained this by 
the fact that both city and rural 
schools ore affected by it, the for- 
rner because they have made pro- 
visions to care for rural students 
in their high schools', and the lat- 
ter because deprived of additional 
funds.
